| WE ARE TRYING TO MAKE THE PROCESS 

MORE OPEN AND TRANSPARENT, AND MOVE PEOPLE OUT OR CHARGE 
THEM. WE HOPE IN THE VERY NEAR FUTURE TO SEE A STEADY 
FLOW OF PEOPLE RELEASED. BUT WE HAVE TO SATISFY 
OURSELVES THAT THEY ARE NO LONGER DANGEROUS . WE ARE 
CONFIDENT OF OUR LEGAL POSITION (REFERRING TO LEGAL 
ADVISER TAFT T S OP ED) , BUT WE ALSO KNOW THE WORLD IS 
WATCHING US. THE WAR COULD GO A LONG TIME AND THERE WILL 
BE SOME PEOPLE WE WILL HAVE TO DETAIN, THOSE WHO WOULD GO 
BACK AND ATTACK AGAIN IF RELEASED . BUT THERE IS ANOTHER
